STOCK GAMBLERS WANTED 
SCHEDULES MADE HIGHER 


Bristow Says Cotton and Wool.| 
en Manufacturers Wanted 
No Increase, but That Aldrich 
Put Up the Rates in the In- 
terest of Stock Gamblers and 


the Speculators. 


Topeka, Kan., July 25.—In an ada- 
dress here tonight United States Sena- 
tor Joseph L. Bristow declared that 
United States Senator Aldrich forced an 
increase in the cotton tariff schedules 


when the cotton manufacturers in this 
country were not asking for ‘t. Sena- 
tor Bristow charged that the increases 
were made for the purpose of booming 
the stock market. 

“Tt is interesting to know,” declared 
Benator Bristow, “why Mr. Aldrich in- 
sisted upon increased cotton duties 
when the mi!! owners and manufactur- 
ers testified in the hearings before the 
ways and means committee that they 
were not needed. But an examination 
of the stock issues in the United States 
for the year 1909 furnishes the reason. 

To Room Stock Market. 

“These increases were not made for 
the protection of any legitimate enter- 
prise in the United States, but to boom 
the stock market. Last year there 
were issued $90,000,000 additional cot- 
ton and woolen stocks, $64,000,000 that 
had been previously author'zed, but 
not issued, and $20,000,000 of new 
stocks. 

“How much of this stock represent- 
_ed actual investment I am not advised, 
but under the impression that these 
increased duties on cotton goods and 
the maintenance of the excessive duties 
on wool one would give at least a 
temporary impetus to the industry, 
the stocks found market. So these ina- 
creases, therefore, driven through by 
Mr. Aldrich, were in the interest of 
the stock gamblers and speculators and 
not in the interests of legitimate manu- 
facturing enterprises. 

How Duty Was Incregned. 

“The duty on cotton goods yalued at 
more than 7 cents per square yard, was 
increased on an average of 20 to 
per cent in the face of the testimony 
of H. P. Lippitt, representative of the 
Cotton Manufacturers’ Association of 
New England, before the ways and 
means committe, that the cotton 
manufacturers did not want any in- 
crease in the schedule. All they asked 
was that the duties be not redueed, 
but remain the same. In his testi- 
mony, Mr. Lippitt said: 

“Well, I am not appearing here tc 
ask for an increase in the duties on 
the cloth clauses of the cotton sched- 
ules. I think that while there are im- 
portations going en under them, it is 
reasonably regulative “to the cotton 
trade. The importations are not so 
large that we feel justified in asking 
that the duties be increased, but we 
would not like to see them decreased, 
as we believe that any decrease would 
certainly result in very much larger 
importations and a great deal more 
of our cotton being manufactured 
abroad and shipped back as finished 
goods.” 
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That Woolen Schedale. 
Continuing, Mr. Bristow said: 
“This method of tariff legislation 

is almost as reprehensible as the in- 
crease of the duties on lead and rub- 
ber. 

“The woolen schedules declared in- 
defensible by Mr. Taft in his celebrat- 
ec. Winona speech, carried on the or- 
din&®.* woolen fabrics of ladies’ dress 
goods duties ranging from 115 to 145 
per cent; on woolen blankets from 118 
to 165 per cent, and on other woolen 
cloths and fabrics used by every 
family duties usually as extravagant. 
No attempt was made to ascertain the 
Gifference in the cost “of production 
on these fabrics at home and abroad. 
but imperative demand was made by 
Senator Aldrich that the woolen sched- 
ule be not touched, declaring it be 
the key to the protective arch.” 


MARVELOUS GROWTH 
BY OKLAHOMA CITY 


July 25.—Oklahoma 
City, to which Governor Haskel! 
moved the capital of Oklahoma from 
Guthrie, without federal authority, has 
had the remarkable growth of almost 
640 per cent in ten years, according 
to. figures enumerated in the thir- 
teenth census which were made pub- 
lic by Director Durand, of the census 
bureau, today. The present population 
fs 64,205, an increase of 54,168 since 
1900, and an increase of 31,753. or 97.8 
per cent, since 1907, when a special 
census showed 32,452. 

Oklahoma county, in which Okla- 
homa City is located, increased from 
25,915, in 1900, and 55,859 in 1907, to 
85,232 in 1910. 

Ardmore, Okla., decreased in popu- 
lation, it having had 8,759 inhabftants 
in 1907, while in 1910 there were only 
8,618. 


Total of 1,041,571 Immigrants. 
Washington, July 25. —A total of 
223,453 Italians and 128,348 Poles, the

ASSASSIN. USED 
DYNAMITE BOND 
TUMURDER MAYOR 


Body of Bousman Was Almos! 
Torn to Pieces by Force 
of the Explosion 


Ridgeway, Va., July 26.—The assas- 
sination »f Mayor A. H. Bous- 
man, aged 55, who was killed by the 
explosion of a dynamite bomb hurled 
under the hammock in which he was 
sleeping in his front yard, has aroused 
and mystified the inhabitants of this 
Village and'the surrounding country. 

The crime, unprecedented in this 
section of the country, had apparently 
planned by its perpe- 
trator, whose identity the authorities 
or members of the victim's family 
have been unable even to guess at. 

Bamb Thrown From Street. 

The dynamite bomb, which, tor 
body of former Mayor Bousma 
pieces, was thrown from the street’ in 
front of his home. A part of the fuse 
of the bomb-was today found on the 
roof of the Bousman residence where 
it had been blown by the force of the 
explosion. On the sides of the house 
sixty feet away blood had been spat- 
tered and bits of flesh adhered to the 
walls. Bits of the body were found on 
the roof of an adjoining house. 

The assassinated man is survived by 
a wife and son of 12 years. Mr. Bous- 
man was extensively engaged in farm- 
ing. John O. Coan, a prominent to- 
bacconist, of Winston-Salem, N. C., is 
a brother-in-law of the dead man. Mr. 
Bousman was connected with promi- 
nent families in Henry and Franklin 
counties and in other sections of Vir- 
ginia. 
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Murdered While Asleep. 

Mayor Bousman had been spend- 
ing the hot evenings sleeping in a 
hammock swung between the trees on 
the lawn in front of his residence. 
Without a word of warning the dy- 
namite bomb was thrown by someone 
passing along the street. It landed in 
the hammock at his feet and in an 
instant exploded. The mayor’s feet 
were torn away by the bursting shell 
and his legs frightfully mutilated. In 
great agony he died an hour later. 

No clew has been found to the as- 
Sassin, and it is believed he has es- 
caped without being seen. The sur- 
rounding community today is worked 
up over the murder and it is believed 
if the assassin is caught he will be 
summarily dealt with. 

As mayor of Ridgeway Mr. Bous- 
man presided over the police court. 
It is thought that some person upon 
whom Bousman in his court had pass- 
ed sentence held a grudge against him 
and had been waiting an opportunity 
to wreak violence on the mayor. This 
opportunity came when the mayor lay 
sie<ping in the open air. 

Previous Attack Recalled. 

While returning from his farm in 
the country to the town a week ago 
some unknown person hurled an ex- 
plosive at Mr. Bousman as he was rid- 
ing past some woods. He told his 
friends of the occurence, but they 
treated the matter as a joke and it was 
not given serious thought until today. 

At a special meeting of the ‘town 
council a reward of $500 was offered 
by the town for the capture of the 
murderer. The governor of the State 
and the authorities of Henry county 
will be asked to duplicate the amount 
and friends of Bousman will offer per- 
sonal rewards.

London, July 25.—That Dr. H. A. 
Crippen and his former stenographer, 
Ethel Clare Leneve, are aboard the 
Canadian Pacific steamer Montrose, 
now on the high seas bound for Mon- 
treal, is the firm conviction held by 
Scotland Yard.

Appeared more than two weeks ago

Alleged Girl Has Confessed. 

According to a dispatch received here 
from Montreal, the Canadian Pacific 
railway officials were in receipt of a 
wireless message from the Montrose 
stating that the Leneve woman had 
been found and confessed. 

The accumulating evidence points to 
the certainty that the couple aboard 


the Montrose are Dr. Crippen and Ethel 
Leneve. Their movements have been 
traced practically since they left Lon-| 
don, most of the time being spent in 
Belgium, under the alias of Robinson, 
the girl throughout posing as Robin- 
80Nn's son. 
Hew Couple Were Arrested. 

The London Express publishes a cir- 
cumstantial story of their arrest on 
board the Montrose. On Friday the 
couple were overheard discussing their 
escape, according to the paper, and the 
captain of the steamer then communi- 
cated with Scotland Yard, and on Sat- 
urday decided to arrest the couple.

Leased for Five Years. 


The petition states that Hundley 
leased the hotel for a period of five 
years from Judge Pendleton, who re- 
quired bond in the sum of $10,000 as 
assurance from Hundley; that the bond 
was signed by Atkins and Haralson 
and Joseph H. Johnson, and that Hund- 
ley, AtKins, Haralson and Johnson 
formed a partnership to run the hotel. 

Hundley was to be general manager, 
and entered into an agreement where- 
by he was to devote his entire time, 
talent and influence to making a suc- 
cess of the business. 

Spends Time in Ease. 

But, the plaintiffs say, he spent the 
greater part of his time away from the 
hotel in ease and luxyry, leaving the 
hotel to run itself; that whee 
hotel he was either if his private room 
or engaged in social intercourse about 
the lobby; that he would sleep until 
10 and 12 o'clock 
that he failed to exercise proper super- 
vision over the affairs of the hotel; 
that he refused to consult with his

The petition charges that Hundley 
is insolvent, unable to meet the de- 
mands of his own and the hotel credit- 
ors; that though Judge Pendleton 
twice extended the time of payment 
for the July rent, he has failed to pay 
it, and that though Atkins and Haral- 
son and Judge Pendleton and the es- 
tate of Joseph H. Johnson are all tired 
of Hundley as a tenant of the Aragon, 
he persists in retaining possession of 
the hotel and in incurring further ex- 
penses.

$13,306.68 and that assets amount to 
only $5,500. which makes the partner- 
ship insolvent about $8,000, not count- 
ing the $2,333.33 rent for July. which 
is still unpaid.

for a warrant had been filed.

’ Shortage Jumps to $600,000. 

When the Russo-Chinese bank first 
.Made public the fact that its strong 
box was short, the amount was given 
8s $80,000, all in negotiable bonds, « 
list of which was furnished. This aft- 
ernoon the amount suddenly jumped to 
$600,000, of which the additional 
$520,000 is said to be in stocks partly 
owned by the bank and partly by its 
customers. 

No positive statement has been made 
yet as to where these stock certifi- 
categ now are, or with what intent 
they were stolen——-whether it was 
Wider’s intention to hypothecate them 
with brokers as collateral for stock 
speculation, or to realize on them and

TO AID PROF, PARKS 


Society Will Help Push 
Agricultural Work at 
Clark University. 


Rev. M. C. B. Mason, D. D., a negro, 
who is a general officer of the M. E. 
church (north) and secretary of the 
Freedman’'s Aid Society, which has 
charge of the educational work among 
the negroes of the south, has been in 


| the city the past few days studying 
Fidelio, | 


‘plans for enlarging the agricultural 
work at Clark University. 

Dr. Mason says, “The Freedman Aid 
Society has owned for 40 years 400 
acres of farm lands within two and 
one-half miles of the capital of Geor- 
gia. All these years they have been 
idle—contributing no revenue and add- 
ing practically nothing to the educa- 
tional equipment of the school. 

“It is our purpose now to back Prof. 
Parks in the work which he is doing 
along agricultural lines in this insti- 
tution. From the very first, it has 
been the aim of the board of managers 
of the Freedman Aid Society to de- 
velop here a large educational plant 
which would meet the practical needs 
of the masses of our people in the 
south, as soon as the right man could 
be found to act as manager. 

“We have completed the plan for a 
model creamery and a sanitary dairy 
barn, which will be devoted to teach- 
ing boys and girls how to make first- 
class creamery butter. Truck farming 
is to be emphasized and markets of 
Atlanta are to be studied with a view 
to finding out what the people want, 
and then supplying their wants. 

“Another phase of the work which 
has appealed to our board very furc- 
ibly is the farmers’ institutes, which 
are being conducted 
the department. Arrangements 
being made for a series of farmers’ 
institutes in certain strictly 
districts of the state. I shall attend 
these meetings in order to make reéc- 
ommendations to the board of man- 
agers at Cincinnati. We are very anx- 
fous that the farm at Clark shall be 
put in close touch with the needs of 
the negro farmers of Georgia.”

As to Facts 


MANY DEADLY WEAPONS 
TAKEN FROM  ITALIANS 


Assertion Made That Italians 
Were Not Compelled_ to 
Leave the State, but Did So 
Voluntarily as Result of an 
Agreement With Company. 
Governor Brown’s Message 
on Durham Mines Affair. 


—_——-— 


Governor Joseph M. Brown yesterday 
sent to both houses of the general as- 
sembly his message dealing with the 
Durham mines affair. 

He calis attention to the fact that 
the troops were ordered out at the re- 
quest of Deputy Sheriff John Mitchell, 
an appointee of*Sheriff Garmany, upon 
the deputy’s statement that the condi- 
tions were such as to demand that ac- 
tion. 

The governor cites the fact that, ac- 
cording to sworn affidavits, the Italian 
laborers at the mines had made dire 
and dangerous threats against Georgia 
laborers employed there, and the effect 
of the presence of the troops was to 
protect and preserve their lives. 

Regarding the alleged “banishment” 
of the Italian laborers from the state, 
it is pointed out that there was no 
effort whatever made by the troops 
to send them beyond the limits of the 
state, but that they left voluntarily, as 
the result of an agreement with the 
company. 
that they took the same train as that 
which conveyed the troops. 

The Il‘alians, it is shown, were all 
armed with deadly weapons, incwiding 
firearms, dirks, daggers and stilettoes, 
the latter instruments having been 
manufactured by themselves from old 
files, and were about as sharp and 
deadiy as anything of the kind ever 
used in a Sicilian vendetta. Samples 
of these weapons were submitted to 
the legislature along with the mes- 
sage. 

The Message in Full.

“Therefore, be it resolved by the 
house of representatives, That his ex«- 
cellency, the governor, be and he is 
hereby requested to lay before the 
house at his earliest convenience a 
full statement of all facts connected 
with said matter and the reasons there- 
for, ard the particular law under 
Which the action referred to was 
taken; the details of what the 
ection was; and all documentary 
evidence by way of letters, affidavits 
or otherwise which he may have cot 
lected in reference to said matter. 

“And to the end that the house may 
be fully advised as to whether or not 
the sending of said troops is to be con- 
sidered a precedent; 

"Therefore, be it further resolved. 
That the governor be and he is her:- 
by requesteq to inform the house 
whether or not the executive branch 
of the government of this state con- 
siders it to be within the power of 
the executive to call out the active 
militia or any part thereof at the re- 
quest or upon the information of pri 
vate persons and without the initiative 
of local authorities.” 

History of the Case. 

In compliance with the above call, 1 
would state that abcut 8 o'clock, or 
shortly thereafter, on the evening of 
May 25, I received a telephone message 
from Chattanooga. This was by Col- 
onel J. W. English, Jr.. president of 
the Lookout Mountain Coal and Coke 
Company, who stated to me that Mr. 
John Mitchell, deputy sheriff of Walk- 
er county, being too hoarse to talk 
over the telephone, had requested him 
to communicate with me in haste and 
to convey the information that Italian 
miners at the coal mines at Durham 
were in a state of riot; that they had 
threatened his lifq and that of on; 
of the mine foremen; that these tw» 
had been compelled to leave the mines. 
under threats of death. He added that 
there was much uneasilLess among the 
mative miners and their famiNes, 1s 
the Italian workmen were threatening 
to dynamite the mines and the maga- 
zines, which contained the compan)’'s 
supply of powder and dynamite. The 
deputy sheriff had Mr. English to urge 
me to send some troops at once for the 
protection of life and property. 

1 asked Mr. English if the situation 
was really so grave as to call for the 
use of the military. He replied tha 
Deputy Sheriff Mitchell insisted that 
only by the use of the military could 
order be restcred and maintained, and 
that he deemed their presence impera- 
tive. 

I attempted at once to secure com- 
munica:ion with Adjutant General 
Scott, but not knowing the telephone 
number at the place to which he hail 
recently moved, I was not able to lo- 
cate him until more than an hour later. 

Maintain the Law. 

In the meantime, deeming prompt 
action necessary, | called Captain H. 
P. Meikleham, commanding company 
B, Fifth regiment infantry, National 
Guard of Georgia, at Lifidale, his com- 
pany being the nearest command 
available for use. I secured him 
promptly, gave him the information as 
it had been transmitted to me, and 
ordered him, in the absence of later 
instructions from me or the adjutant 
general, to proceed to the Durham 
mines by first train. and to see that 
the laws were maintained. I ordered 
him to report to the local authorities 
and cooperate with them, to exercise 
great discretion and to avoid use of 
force unless conditions imperatively 
demanded it. I added that, ag the riot-

After a time, Adjutant General Scott 
called me by telephone and I explained 
to him the situation in full, and told 
him to take charge of the matter.

law required. Shortly before midnight 
I received from Chattanooga another 
message from the deputy sheriff, 
which. like the first one, was spoken 
over the wire by Colonel English. (In 
this message Deputy Sheriff Mitchell 
advised me that he and Colonel Eg- 
lish would go down to Chickamauga 
in an autorobile before daybreak and 
meet the troops. The foregoing is a 
recital of the facts as developed that 
night. 

Italians Quiet on Arrival. 

As shown by the report of Captain 
Meikleham to Adjutant General Scott, 
dated at Lindale, Ga., May 27, 1919, 
herewith attached, 
rived at the mines next morning. {At 
Chickamauga it was joined by Colonel 
English and the deputy sheriff, who 
proceeded with them to the mines. On 
arrival, the Italians, who had evidently 
been advised of the coming of the 
company, were found to be quiet.; A 
number of them were pointed out to 
Captain Meikleham as being pariies 
who on the day before had been walk- 
ing about the property with shotguns 
on their shoulders, making threats.: As 
an act of precaution, Captain Meikle- 
ham says: “These I took in charge 
and sent into our special coach under 
guard.” He adds that he searched: all 
of them for weapons, and shortly aft- 
erwards searched the houses where ‘the 
Italians had been living. Captain 
Meikleham then says: “A numben of 
weapons, shotguns, pistols, some! of 
them the property of the mining c)m- 
pany, daggers and so forth. and am- 
munition of a curious kind, loaded 
with ball for the shotguns, was found 
in the houses. Shotguns and revolyers 
were found in all the houses.” His; re- 
port further shows that Colonel Eng- 
lish swore out warrants against twen- 
ty-two of the Italians, who were then 
turned over to Sheriff Garmany, who 
had been sick the night before, as 
shown by his affidavit, but who thad 
arrived during the morning and who 
receipted Captain Meikleham for them.

State Guard Is Withdrawn. | 

Captain Meikleham says: “After I 
had received my receipt, the guard 
which had been placed over them/ was 
withdrawn at Durham, and, as far as 
I was concerned, the Italians were free 
to come and go as they chose.” 

Affidavits herewith show that by an 
agreement made voluntarily by: the 
Italians with the prosecutor of § the 
cases against them the warrants were 
withdrawn and the Italians left at 
once for Chattanooga. So far as the 
troops were concerned, therefore, ejther 
by positive or negative act, the de- 
parture of the Italian miners | was 
wholly voluntary on their part. If ap- 
pears that by a coineidence they travel- 
ed from Durham to Chickamauga on 
the same train, but at the latter point 
the troops left the train and came 
southward on another, while the |Ital- 
jans continued northward. The troops 
could not have returned to their home 
station by any other convenient route. 

The affidavits and letters herewith 
transmitted will serve to show thé rea} 
state of affairs at the mines before 
and during the time that the calls|were 
being made upon me for the presence 
of the military. Of course, many of 
these details were unknown to me on 
the night of May 25. My action was 
based upon the call of the deputy 
sheriff, as transmitted to me over the 
telephone by the voice of Colonel Eng- 
lish, who assured me that he was 
speaking the words of the deputy 
sheriff. This fact is confirmed by the 
affidavit of Deputy Sheriff Mitchell. 

Our state constitution declares) that, 
“Protection to person and propefty is 
the paramount duty of government and 
shall be imparial and complete;” and 
from the advices I received to the ef- 
fect that the lives and property of 
citizens of Georgia and of their fami- 
lies were imperiled, I felt it my duty 
to obey the constitution and act 
promptly. The combination of a maga- 
zine stored with dynamite and other 
explosives in sufficient quantity to 
have blown wp the mine and fettle- 
ment, surrounded by and virtually in 
control of a lot of angry Italian min- 
ers, present a rather dangerous picture. 
In such emergencies no executive of- 
ficer, charged with the responsibility 
of protecting human life, has the right 
to pursue a hesitating or doubtful 
course. |

Lives Were in Danger. 


The fact as presented to me indi- 
cated to me that not merely the prop- 
erty and persons of the employers of 
the miners were in danger, but of 
greater importance and concern was the 
threatened danger to the lives of a 
large number of native, law-abiding 
workmen, their wives and. children. 
These native workmen were in no wise 
involved in the dispute and desired to 
go peaceably about their daily work, 
but were met by threats from the Ital- 
ian miners. It appears that members 
of one family, through fear, left their 
home near the magazine and went by 
night into the mountains to escape the 
anticipated danger. 

It is true that these Italians, while 
within the borders of our state, were 
entitled to the full protection jof our 
laws, yet it must be remembered that 
experience with this class of Italians 
in other states of our country ta which 
they have immigrated in large num- 
bers demonstrates the necessity of cau- 
tion and promptness in dealing with 
them when in a turbulent mood. Gen- 
eral discussion of the subject of tm- 
migration during the past few years 
has proven this idea to be a dis- 
tinctive and substantial factor in the 
public opinion of this state. 

As illustrating the difference in 
manners and practices between these 
Italians and Georgians, even in the 
use of arms, I send herewith for 
your inspection a large dagger and 
a stiletto in concealed case taken 
from these Italians by officers of 
the law, who report they were found 
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the company are | 
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to’ possess such weapons, with shot- 
Bun cartridges loaded with siugs, in 
large number. These symbols of an- 
archy, of the black hand of the Mafia, 
with the other evidence adduced, force 
the conviction that the call for pro- 
tection by the military was not based 
cn vague rumor. 
Not Sent to Deport Italians. 

The troops were not sent to the 
Durham mines to injure or deport 
Or interfere with the rights of any 
persons; they were sent to uphold the 
laws of this state and to protect the 
lives and property of its citizens; and 
neither the civil nor military author- 
ities had ought to do with the depar- 
ture of these Italian miners. That 
Was purely a matter of agreement 
between them and the owners of the 
mines, ag is shown by affidavits here- 
with transmitted. 

Your resolution requests 
before your honorable body the par- 
ticular law under which the action 
referred to was taken. In reply, I 
quote from the Constitution of Geor- 
gia, article 5, section 1, paragraph 11: 

“The governor shall be commander- 
in-chief of the army and navy of this 
Siate, and of the militia thereof.” 

Also from the Constitution of Geor- 
gia, article 5, section 1, paragraph 12: 

“He shall be a conserv- 
ator of the throughout the 
state.”

CAPTAIN MEIKLEHAM’S REPORT. 

Lindale, Ga., May 27, 1910.—-General 
A. J. Scott, Adjutant General of Geor- 
gia, Atlanta, Ga.—Sir: I have the 
honor to submit the following report 
of tour of duty of my command pro- 
tecting the property of the Lookout 
Coal and Coke Company, near Durham, 
Ga., May 25 and 26, 1910: 

At 9 o’clock p. m., May’ 25, I received 
a telephone message from the governor 
instructing me to hold my command in 
readiness for duty at Durham on ac- 
count of disturbances and threatened 
rioting. At 9:30 o’clock the entire com- 
mand was ready in heavy marching or- 
der. About 10:20 I received your tele- 
phone message that there was trouble 
at the mines of the Lookout Coal and 
Coke Company, wherel was to proceed 
with my command and take such steps 
as I deemed necessary to protect prop- 
erty and preserve peace. I was to go 
on the train of the Central of Georgia 
railroad, which passes Lindale at 6:40 
a. m., unless I regeived orders to the 
contrary. I was Iso instructed that 
if, when I reached the mine, I thought 
it necessary, I should telegraph to 
you for additional troops. Later in the 
evening | received telephone message 
from Mr. James English, part owner 
of the mine, who stated that the 
trouble was with Italian miners, and 
that he expected serious difficulty in 
restoring peace. He advised bringing 
all available ammunition, and stated 
that the affair would not be ended 
without a clash between the soldiers 
and the miners. 

Not receiving any further instruc- 
tions from you, Company EK, under my 
command, with forty-seven men and 
two officers, boarded the regular Cen- 
tral of Georgia passenger train. in a 
special coach which had been provided, 
at 6:40 a. m., Thursday, May 26, armed 
and equipped in heavy marching order. 
At Lafayette we were joined by Mr.

Serious Condition Reported. 


Mr. Jackson reported a most serious 
condition at the mines, and said that 
we must expect trouble. At Chicka- 
mauga, we were joined by Mr. James 
English, also a deputy sheriff of Wal- 
ker county and a number of Mr. Eng- 
lish’s head men at the mines. 7 

Mr. English reported that the Ital- 
lan miners had made many threats 
against his life if he ever dared to 
set foot on his property near Durham; 
also said that they would not leave 
his houses after due notice of eject- 
ment, and that they would not leave 
the premises. He said that they were 
all armed and were walking about the 
property with shotguns on their shoul- 
ders making threats. 

What he said was confirmed by the 
deputy sheriff, who also said that he 
had left the vicinity of the mines on 
the previous day, fearing personal 
harm from the Italian miners on ac- 
count of threats and their actions; 
that the presence of the troops was 
the only thing that could restore or- 
der, and that we might expect diffi- 
— in bringing it about. 

was told by the mine fore 

the Italians had refused to wool tae 
selves or allow anyone else to work 
in the mines; that the live stock be- 
oe to the mines had been shut 
up by Italians who would not let them 
be used or attended to; that the no- 
tices of ejectment had been ignored 
and, in short, that they had taken 
charge of the property and were run- 
ning things to suit themselves. 

The employees of the railroad from 
Chickamauga to Durham were alarmed 
over the situation. The train proceed- 
ed in a very cautious manner—a spe- 
cial bridge inspector sOing ahead to 
examine trestles in the vicinity of the 
mine under the fear of dynamite and 
destruction of the railroad property 
Details were put off at two points to 
guard the mine property before Dur- 
ham was reached. 

Italians Were Pointed Out, 

We arrived at Durham about 
o'clock. where the special 
sidetracked and left in charge of two 
soldiers. Almost as soon as the com- 
pany was formed, Italians were seen 
in the immediate vicinity, and were 
pointed out as the men who had taken 
part in the disturbances and made 
aye These I took in charge and 
sent into our speci 
uaa pecial coach under 

"e@ proceeded over the pr 

the mines with the sheriff of Watkos 
county and Mr. English, and took in 
charge twenty-two Italian miners 
who were pointed out to us by Mr 
English, searching all of them for 
weapons, and putting them in the 
coach ynder guard. I then directed 
that the men under custody be sent 
under guard to the houses of the min- 
ing compeny and allow them to get 
their belongings and bring them to the 
train, which was done. 

A number of weapons, shotguns, pis- 
tols, some of them the property of the 
mining company, daggers, and.  s0 
forth, and ammunition of a curious 
kind loaded with ball for the shot 
guns was found in the houses. Shor-

was my understanding that the sher.ff 
of Walker county was going to take 
county jail. 
When I asked him what dispositics 
he wisheq to make of the Italians, and 
for a receipt for them, he refused 
either to say what disposition should 
be made of them or to give me a re- 
ceipt for them. In fact, he refused to 
have anything to do with them unless 
Mr. English would swear out warrants 
for them, in which case he agreed to 
Warrants wer: 
accordingly sworn out and turned 
cver to the sheriff, who then receipted 
to me for the Italians. 

I understand that there was an ar- 
rangement between Mr. English and 
the shariff that in case the miners 
would go to Chattanooga and promise 
not to return to Durham, the charge: 
woulg be withdrawn and the warrants 
dismissed. At any rate, after I had 
received my receipt, the guard which 
had been placed over them was with- 
drawn at Durham, and as far as | was 
concerned, the Italians were free to 
come and go as they chose. 

The coach containing troops, Ita!- 
léns, ete., proceeded to Chickamaug. 
where the Italians, with their baggage 
left cur coach, which was then at- 
tached to a Central of Georgia pas- 
senger train. and company E pro- 
cceded to home station, arriving there 
at 8 o'clock May 26.

Report to Adjutant General. 

Lindale, Ga. July 21, 1910.—General 
A. J. Scott, Adjutant General of Geor- 
gia, Atlanta, Ga.—Sir: I have the 
honor to submit the following addi- 
tional report in regard to the service 
of my company on duty at the prop- 
erty of the Lookout Coal and Coke 
Company, near Durham, on May 25 
and 26, 1910. 

As stated in the further report, the 
Italians that we took under guard 
showed us no resistance at the time 
and I have every reason to believe that 
they had been notified of our coming 
and acted accordingly. My actions in 
the matter were governed entirely by 
the best information and ev'dence thai 
I could get on the way up there of the 
situation, and from the evidence given 
me by Mr. Ear! Jackson, of La Fayette: 
Mr. Mitchell, deputy sheriff of Walker 
county; Mr. Turner, superintendent of 
one of the mines, and the railway 
crew, I believe that I would have been 
perfectly justifiable in wiring you from 
Chickamauga to send another company 
on the scene at once. All these men 
notified me that the Ital‘ans had made 
threats they did not. care how many 
soldiers went to the scene they would 
have to fight. Mr. Mitchell told me 
that they had run him away from there 
the night before F got there and made 
all kinds of threats against his life and 
at the telephone office where I went to 
report to vou, the man there told me 
that Mr. Mitchell had come in the night 
before very much alarmed and that his 
life had beén threatened and he wanted 
to get in communication with the gov- 
ernor. Mr. Mitchell had to be put off 
the train about a mile before we went 
to the mines with a guard to protect 
him. The railway people said that the 
Italians had threatened to blow up 
their trestles to prevent any troops 
from coming there and the people at 
Cheucat whom I talked to were very 
much alarmed over the situation, es- 
pecially fearing that the Italians would 
dynamite or blow up the magazine that 
was situated there as they had threat- 
ened to do so. They seemed to be so 
alarmed that I left a guard there to 
protect this settlement and this maga- 
zine. A Mr. Turner, one of the mine 
foremen who I talked with quite a lot, 
told me of al] these threats that had 
been made and that the miners had 
not allowed a mine inspector or any of 
the other miners to go in the mines for 
almost a week and that he was very 
much aléfmed ‘over the situation. Sev- 
eral colered and white miners that |] 
spoke to at the mines were very much 
excited amd told me of the threats that 
had been mada and were very much re- 
lieved to see the troops on the prop- 
erty. The sityation looked so serious 
that we took the active steps that we 
did, fearing the resistance from the 
Italians if we showed the least by our 
actions that we were in any way what- 
ever afraid of their giving us trouble. 
The sheriff of Walker county was with 
me all the time we were on the prop- 
erty until we had all the miners under 
guard. He himself suggested, and in 
fact he and a deputy he had with him 
searched practically every miner that 
we arrested. I and all my men found, 
I think, one or two revolvers and sev- 
eral knives on the miners, but they 
were practically all unarmed and, as I 
said before, offered no resistance. How- 
ever, in the miners’ homes, we founi 
a number of dirks, revolvers and shot- 
guns. I, of my own knowledge, saw 
eleven guns. Everything of this nature 
that my men found was turned over 
to the mine authorities. In talking 
with my men, I find that all of them 
found the situation practically the 
same as I did, and that a good many 
of the people had told them of these 
threats against the life and property, 
and they are all unanimous in saying 
that they think if the troops had not 
taken the action they did, that there 
would have been serious trouble, even 
after the situation was cleared up, sev- 
eral of the people there seemed to be 
still nervous, fearing possibly’ that 
some of the Italians would come back 
and give them trouble. Sdme of the 
Italians that we put under guard were 
released at Mr. English’s request and 
he said that they were not concerned 
in the trouble at all and were good, 
reliable men, and I saw him help one 
family in a financial way on account 
of their loss of work and they were 
really in need. The Italians were not 
abused in any way whatever by the 
troops and were given all the time 
necessary to get their belongings to the 
train. They were not deported in any 
way and were released from guard by 
about 3 o’clock in the afternoon and 
were allowed to do whatever they 
wished.

Affidavit of Depaty Sheriff. 
(Exhibit B.) 
State of Georgia, Waiker County: 

li the matter of tne arrest ol cer- 
tain lialians at Durham, Georgia, on 
May 26, 1910, personally comes John 
Mitchel:, and being duly sworn upon 
Vath, says: : 

“J Was born in Kentucky, lived in 
Walker county, principaily at Flint- 
stone, Georgia, for about seven years. 
I am now, and have been since about 
April, 1910, acting deputy sheriff un- 
aer commission, tor Waiker county, 
Georgia. | was up to the 26 day vf! 
May, and had been for about six 
months, general superintendent of the 
mines and property ot the Lookout 
Mountain Coal & Coke Company. I 
am now weight boss for tne saine 
company. 

“On about the 20th of May, 1910, I 
went to the City of Chattanvooga, Ten- 
nessee, with the Italian Guereno, to 
Colonel English’s office in order that 
a settlement might be had with Gue- 
reno, which was the usual custom, 
all claims being paid for the Italians 
through Guereno. After we had been 
te the office of Colonei English, Gue- 
reno was to come back on the moun- 
tain with me on the morning train 
next day, but at the depot he slipped 
away from me. I! came back to the 
mountain alone. From that time on, 
the Italians were in an ugly mood, 
appearing to be mad and excited when 
they taiked, and in wome way seemed 
tc connect me with the failure to 
pay. 

“The first outbreak was on about 
Monday following, when three of the 
Italians surrounded me on the frai!- 
road track, armed with aouble barre!- 
ed guns, and told me they were go- 
ing to ‘have their money or have heli.’ 
Their conversation was loud extra and 
their manner threatening. These men 
eculd have had no purpose in carry- 
ing their gung to hunt, as there was 
no game. They were not hunting and 
carried about a number of 12 shotgun, 


a like appearance which we after- 
ward found to be loaded with balls. 
These men could have no purpose in 
carrying these guns except to intim- 
idate or do violence. These men knew 
that 1 was a deputy sheriff. On or 
about the night following, I was 
warned by a negro living here at that 
time named Brown, to watch these 
Italians, as they were armed and 
hunting for me. 1 thought the negro 
trustworthy and still believe him to 
be so. From the time of the failure 
of Guereno to come back, to the time 
of arrest, a number of the Italians 
went about the place armed and went 
supplied with cartridges. The next 
serious trouble was when I went up 


was out up where the Italians kept 
them. They refused to let me have 
them, and to avoid the threatened 
trouble, I returned without them. 
Surrounded by Excited Mena. 
“As I went to the stockade with Mr. 


Turner, nOw superintendent, and the 
driver-of the wagon to carry feed for 
the mules, I was surrounded by some 
twenty of these men, they were excit- 
ed, ran about me shaking their fists, 
ghee og their teeth, running their 
ands in their pockets and gibbering 
many things I could not understand 
in a loud voice, one of them at 
time having a hook bill spring knife. 
Through them the warning came to 
me not to move the property and that 
I and Colonel English were alive 
then, but would not be if we came 
back on the property. They said that 
they had the property, and would hold 
it for five years, and defied any and 
everbody to take the property. Mr. 
Turner requested me ta leave the 
property as I was in danger. I did 
nothing and said nothing to provoke 
the slightest feeling. During the same 
day, the bank boss, W.'C. Derberry, 
informed me that an apparent peace- 
able Italian told him to watch out 
that night as the Italians had threat- 
ened to blow up the magazine at No. 3, 
which contained 45 kegs of powder 
and several cases of dynamite and 
caps, and algo magazine No 4, which 
contained about four hundred kegs 
of powder A number of families are 
within range of danger. 

“During the day, the Italians were 
continually cursing threats on Col- 
one! English and myself. There was 
considerable excitement and fear 
among the balance of the residents 
during the day, some left their homes 
during the day. I left on the evening 
train for Colonel English’s office: T 
inforraed him of all the things which 
transpired, the excitement and “(fear 
among the neople at the mines and 
gave him as my opinion that his life, 
my life and the lives of the people 
were in danger, and that T was un- 
able to cope with the situation. IT 
could not communicate with Sheriff 
Garmany for the reason that the tel- 
ephone was out of order, so TI went 
direct to Chattanooga, reaching Col- 
one! English’s office about 5:30 p. m. 

“T had some experience with the 
former Italians here. They seemed to 
know no law or order, except as 
cominunteated to them by their chief 
or nadrone. Iam of the opinion that 
the Italians intended harm, and that 
only careful guarding of the proper- 
tv the night hefore and the arrival 
of the military, saved serious 
disaster.”

AFFIDAVITS OF F. A. TURNER. WIL- 
LIS MOORE, W. Cc. DERBERRY 
AND J. Cc. CHEATHAM. 

State ef Georgia—Walker County: 

In the matter of the arrest of cer- 
tain Italians at Durham, Ga., on May 
26, 1910. personally cames E. A. Turn- 
er, and being duly sworn upon oath, 
says: ‘My home ts in Chattanooga, 
Tenn., and has been fér about 26 vears, 
coming to Tennessee’ from Acworth, 
Cobb county, Georgia. Part of this 
time I have been in the service of the 
United States, having served as a cap- 
tain in the United States army. ITI have 
served 16 years in the national guard 
of the state of Tennessee. at present 
being entitled to the rank of retired 
major. 

“For the last five vears IT have heen. 
for the greater portion of the time, en- 
gaged in the coal mining business. Am 
now with the Lookout Mountain Coa! 
& Coke Company, as their general 
superintendent. 

“My first trip to the Durham mines 
was with Colonel English, to look over 
the property, on Monday before the 
arrest of the Italians. I stopped at 
No. 4 mines, Colonel English going on 
to No. 8 mines. I returned to Chat- 
tanooga the same evening and came 
back to the mines Tuesday morning. 
When I entered the office at the mines 
Tuesday, I found several persons in the 
office talking to Colonel English, 
among the crowd tin front of the office 
were a number of Italians who were 
talking in an excited manner. I did 
not know what the trouble was, but 
as I entered the office I heard one of 
the Italians, who we know as ‘Butch, 
remark in a loud and excited manner: 
‘Mr. English, we are going to have our 
money. Colonel English replied in a 
very courteous manner: ‘IT am very 
sorry, but I did not have anything to 
do with the present condition of af- 
fairs. He then got up and left the 
office, going into the store. The Ital- 
lans seemed very angry, and as the 
train came up, I thought that they 
were going to offer violence to Colonel 
English as he started to board the 
train going to Chattanooga, and to- 
gether with two or three, stepped in 
between the crowd and the train. On 
Wednesday, Mr. Mitchell reported to 
me that the mules at No. 3 mines were 
out of feed, that he had endeavored to 
get the mules and had been refused 
admittance to the corral, and feared for 
his personal safety if he went up there. 
I had a load of feed put on the wagon 
and Mr. Mitchell went with the wagon 
up to No. 3. I walked and reached the 
No. 3 camp before the wagon. When I 
reached No. 3, there was a crowd of 
men congregated near one of the 
houses talking in an excitable man- 
ner, all of the crowd I would take to 
be Italians. As soon as Mitchell and 
the wagon arrived the crowd immedi- 
ately surrounded Mitchell and began 
accusing him of bothering some of 
their property, and threatened him if he 
came near No. 3 mines: there was 
some 20 or more in this crowd. I told 
Mitchell not to argue with them and 
took him away, coming back to No. 4, 
which is nearly 2 miles from No. 3. 
On Wednesday night I placed guards 
over the magazine, having been in- 
formed by the mine foreman that he 
feared an atfempt would be made to 
blow up the magazine. I was at No. 
3 when the arrests were made, and saw 
quite a number of weapons of various 
kinds, and among the cartridges were 
shelis containing solid balls that would 
weigh possibly an ounce. I had not 
heard of any game in this vicinity that 
would require a ball of this size. I 
was present when the arrests were 
made, and can state most. positively 
that no woman was arrested or mo- 
lested, on the contrary, Colonel English 
furnished a quantity of provisions for 
the family of Italians who remained, 
but have since moved away of their 
own accord. The Italians lived at 
No. 3 camp, which is about 3 miles 
from No. 4 camp. I am fully convinced 
that if prompt measures had not been 
taken, serious trouble would have re- 
sulted.

Informed Him of Situation. 

On the afternoon of May 25, 1919, 
Mr. John Mitchell, deputy sheriff of 
Walker county, called deponent by 
telephone, which was out of order and 
went personaliy to Colonel English’'s 
office in Chattanooga. He informed 
him of the riotioug situation existing 
at the time among the Italians, stat- 
ing that they would not permit the 
mules tq be taken from the lot to 
be watered and fed. and that they 
had not been watered or fed for 
about 48 hours and that upon his at- 
tempting to enter the lot for the pur-

That the Italians who were opera‘*- 
ing No. 3 mine ordered W. C. Der- 
berry, our American mine foreman, not 
to enter the mine for inspection. an-l 
stated that they would not allow any 
of the native American miners to 
enter or work in the mines.

Mitchell stated that he was unwilling 
to remain there any longer, as his lifs 
had been threatened, and that unless 
he received assistance he feared the 
most serious results, and sailq that he 
was unvilling to return to the mines 
unless he had a sufficient number of 
men to enable him to protect the lives 
and property of the native miners. 
who were threatened if they should 
attempt to operate No. 3 mine. 

Deponent further says that mine No. 
4 owned by the company, is situated 
about three (3) miles fram No. 3 mine, 
where the Italians were operating. 
The superintendent at No. 4 mine in- 
fermed him that practically all of 
the miners and their families, abou: 
75 or 100 in number, were terrorize!l 
over the threats of the Italians [to 
dynamite the store and magazine at 
that point, and that they were sitting 
up in groups, armed and afraid to re- 
tire. and that he was further informed 
that a Mr. Smadley, whose house is |o- 
cated near the magazine and occupied 
by himself and family, were so dis- 
tressed that he took his family out-of 
the heuse and went some distance back 
into the mountain, spending the nigh’ 
there. for fear that the Italians might 
execute their threat and dynamite the 
magazine. 

Lives and Property in Danger.

Chattanooga. They appeared 
hunting someone, sometimes asking 
for Guereno, their employer, and some- 
times asking for Colonel English. 
Guereno was their chief, their inter- 
preter and leader. These men were in 
a surly mood, and when informed that 
Guereno or Colonel English could not 
be seen. as thev were not in the office, 
they would become highly incensed. It 
is my opinion, from their excited lan- 
guage and conduct, that they were in 
a dangerous mood. I communicated to 
Colonel English this conduct and my 
opinion of their dangerous intentions. 

On one of these oceasions two or 
three of these men appeared at the 
office of Colonel English. They wanted 
admittance into the office. I informed 
them that Colonel English was out and 
they could not come in. One excitedly 
exclaimed: “God damn. Hell, I follow 
him to hell to see him,” or practically 
that language. 

Some two days before the arrest, 
about 7 o'clock p.:m., two or three 
men, one known to us as “Butch.” and 
another, Gratazeno, appeared at the 
office of Colonel English in Chatta- 
nooga. Colone! English, Mr. Earl Jack- 
son, his attorney. and myself were 
present. The interview covered a long 
conversation covering, off and on, two 
or three hours. I could not relate all 
that was said, but give the substance.

Pp. m., Col. Earl Jackson called teecgg 
on the loca] ’phone, saying that he had 
just heard from Mr. English, who said 
he wanted me and him (Colonel Jack- 
son) to go up to the mountin with him 
the next morning, ag there was some 
trouble up there with the miners. I 
told Mr. Jackson that I was not feeling 
well, but thought I would feer better 
by morning, and would go if possible. 
I did not know whether I cou‘d get 
off as I had some work to look after 
the next morning, but thought I might 
get Mr. Simms to attend to it for me, 
which I did. I heard nothing more 
until the next mornin (May 26): 
About 6 o’clock Mr. Jackson came to 
my house and asked if I could ZO to 
the mountain, saying to me that. the 
Lindale troops would be up on the 8:45 
train going to the mountain: that Mr. 
English had informed him of that fac. 
some time late that night. I told Mr. 
Jackson that I would go up to the 
mountain, so I met the train and found 
the troops on the train. Mr. Jackson 
and myself got on the train in com- 
pany with the troops for Durham 
Mines. On reaching Chickamauga we 
found Mr. English and Mr. John Mitchell, 
Special deputy sheriff, waiting for the 
northbound train for Chattanooga, so 
we left Chickamauga for Durham. 
After leaving Chickamauga I asked Mr. 
Mitchell what the trouble was at the 
mines. He stated that the Italians 
would not work and would rot let the 
mines be operated, nor the mules be 
fed or watered, and that they had made 
threats that they woulé kil] Colonel 
English if he put his foot back on that 
mountain. 


Ia Riotoug Condition. 


“Captain Meekleham came to me on 
the train after passing Durbam Junc- 
tion, stating to me that if the miners 
were in a riotous condition and de- 
stroying the property, it was up to him 
to settle things the best way he saw 
fit to do, 80 I remarked to the captain 
that | understood his position in the 
case. The captain then offered me any 
assistance that I might need. I thank- 
ed him, stating to him that I did not 
Know the situation of things on the 
mountain; that I would investigate 
things after [I got up there and let 
him Know if I should need his assist- 
ance.

The knife and dirk are the favorite 
weapcns of the Italian, and:a large 
number of these dangerous weapons 
vere found in searching the houses of 
the twenty-two Italians who were 
threatening trouble. The blade of this 
knife is 12 inches long, and the blade 
of the dirk is about 5 inches long. 
They were made from files, ground to 
Sharp point and keen edge by the 
Italians themselves. A number of guns 
end bags of buckshot were also cap- 
tured. 


E. Simms, special deputy sheriff, and 
One Or two of the soldiers searched 
the Italians, finding one dirk and three 
Or four ordinary pocket knives. They 
showed no resistance that I saw, and 
ali seemed to be very’ submissive. 
There was some seven or eight of them 


-that met the train with some citizens. 
After placing these Italians in the ear, 
Colonel English remarked that he 
thought it best to round them all up 
and put them in the ear. After so 
daing, there were two soldiers sent 
with each Italian to their houses. to 
get their clothing. After getting their 
clothing they were carried back to the 
car and placed there under guard of 
Soldiers. I did not see any of the 
Italians with guns. In the round-up 
of Italians there was four doub e-bar- 
relled shotguns found, and I think two 
pistols and some more knives. I saw a 
good many cardridges, and 1 secured one 
ball cartridge and now have it in my 
possession. About 12 o'clock the Ital- 
lans had gotten up their baggage and 
were put in the car and guarded. We 
went from on the hill to where the 
car was, down on the sidetrack. I 
asked Mr. Jackson what was going to 
be done with the Italians, and he said 
he did not know. I then told him to 
call Colonel Eng ish and find out about 
it. English came to us and I asked 
him what he was going to do with 
these Italians? He said that he was 
going to send them to jail, and I told 
him that he had better get busy and 
swear out warrants and have them 
committed. to jail, for this must be 
done before I could take any control 
of them. Mr. English called for two 
of the Italians to come out of the car 
co where he and I and Colone! Jackson 
were standing. Mr. English called the 
two Italians, one of them “Butch,” and 
the other, I don’t remembér his name. 
He stated to them, that if they would 
leave the mountain, keep off his prop- 
erty, not stop in Chattanooga and not 
come about the Reed House, he would 
let them go and not swear out anv 
warrants, and then he told the two 
Italians to go back in the car and tel! 
the rest of them what he had said, 
and to come back. After coming back 
from the car, tbey stated to Mr. Eng- 
lish that they were all willing to leave 
—I think it was about 1 o'clock by 
this time. T. E. Simms and myself 
went up to Jake Whitt’s store to get 
something to eat. Stayed up at the 
store something like an hour and went 
back down the railroad and sat down in 
the shade, waiting for the train. J 
don't remember what time the train 
ran uptto the station at Durham, but 
think it was half past 2, or 3 m., 
as the train was late. After the train 
passed the sidetrack where the car of 
Italians was placed, | went down on 
the sidetrack near the car. Captain 
Meekleham came to me, asking me to 
give him a release for twenty-two men. 
I told the’ captain that I could not do 
so, as I did not have any of them in 
my charge. The captain stated to me 
that he had notified the governor that 
he had 22 men for the sheriff. I told 
the captain that I was sorry that I 
cou'd not sign a release for the 22 men 
and told him that if English or some- 
one else would swear out warrants for 
them that I would arrest them and 
sign a release for them. After the 
warrants were sworn out by English 
I arrested the 22 men in the car, where 
they had been put by the soldiers, and 
had been guarded for some three or 
four hours by the soldiers. After ar- 
resting the 22 Italians the justice of 
the peace (the N. P. and J. P.) and 
Mr. English were called into the car. 
Mr. English told the Italians that it 
they woud leave the mountain and 
stay away he would withdraw the war- 
rants. hey all agreed to that, and 
Mr. Bnglish withdrew the warrants. I 
tola them there was not anything 
against them, and that they were free, 
and they came on the same train to 
Chickamauga with the soldiers. Mr. 
Jackson told me that he was going to 
pay their railroad fare to Chattanoog. 
and I am satisfied that he did so, and 
I told Mr. Jackson that I thought 11 
would be right to pay their way, as 
some of them claimed to have n: 
money. They were held without ans 
dinner. 
Dig Net Hear From Governor. 


I was home in LaFayette, Ga., on 
May 23, 24 and 25. I never gct any 
t.ord from Governor Brown in regar«d 
te the riot at the Lookout Mountai:

All the information I got was,-from 
Colonel Jackson, as heretofore stated 
There were three Italian men lieft, one 
having been hurt in the mines and 
was not able to leave. Through in- 
formation, I heard that cne of the 
men's wife was there; thatshe was liefi 
there to take care of the crippled man. 
I heard Mr. English tell the two men 
to bring the erippled man to their 
house and take care of him. He calied 
the woman out of the house and wrote 
her an order to the store for some- 


thing to eat.

that there was no trouble that it re- 
quired the militia to settle. I think 
I could have taken another man and 
arrested the Italians by having war- 
rants for them. I heard after I got t? 
the mines that there had not been 
anything said except by two or three 
of the Italians. I did not see any re- 
sistance from’any of the Italians. 

I state furthermore that I went on 
the first train after receiving the in- 
formation from Mr. Jackson of any 
trouble at the mines.

House Passes Bill in Be- 
half Tubercular Patients 


Money Appropriated for Mon- 
ument to Gen. Joseph E. 
Johnston—Bill for Confed- 
erate Monument on Capitol 


Grounds Taken Up; Tabled. 


With only five dissenting votes the 
house of representatives yesterday 
afternoon passed the bill appropriating 
$15,000, or as much thereof as may 
be necessary, for the purpose of erect- 


‘ing a building for the treatment Foi 


tuberculosis among inmates of the 


state sanitarium for the insane at MUlil- 
. ledgevilie. 


The vote on the measure was 136 
to 56. 

The bill, which was introduced by 
Mr. Vinson, of Baldwin, and others, 
was amendec by Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 50 
as to provide that the plans and speci- 
fications for the building should be 
approved by the governor, and that 
the fund fer the work should be paid 
cut by him as it becomes due. And Mr. 
Hall voted for the bill, one of the few 
times he has favored anything which 
resembled a special appropriation. 

Many Died From Tuberculosis. 

The bill went through with littls 
discussion. Mr. Vinson stated that 
436 inmates of the institution have 
dieq from. tuberculosis in the lasi five 
years, and that it is a duty the state 
owes to its unfortunates to erect 4 
separate building for the treatment 
of persons afflicted with this disease, 
and that the inmates who are free 
from it should not be placed in danger 
of contracting it by close anq constant 
association with those who have it. 

The house temporarily tabled 
bill by Mr. McMahan, cof Clarke, and 
cthers, making an appropriation of 
$100,000 for the purpose of erecting 
upon the capitol grounds a fitting mon- 
ument to the memory of the soldiers 
of the south. It will be taken up later 
in the session. 

The house also tabled the Dill 
Mr. Wright, of Floyd, providing for an 
appropriation for establishing a legis- 
lative reference bureau to be con- 
ducted by the state librarian. 

Monument to JoPasion,. 

By the vote of 111 to 24 the house 
passed the resolution by Mr. Tarver. 
of Whitfield, appropriating $2,500 to 
assist in the erection of a monument 
to General Joseph E. Johnston, at Dal- 
ton, in Whitfielq county. 

Mr. Tarver stated that the move- 
ment to erect the monument had been 
Started by the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, and it was desired that the 
state acknowledge its appreciation of 
the famoys confederate leader by as- 
sisting in“the purchase of the monu- 
ment. 

The bill provides that the title 
the monument and the property on 
which it is to be located shall be 
vested in the state, and that the gov- 
ernor shall appoint six commissioners 
to leok after the expenditure of the 
money for the monument. 

At Indian Springs. 

The house passed the resolution by 
Mr. MeMichael, of Butts, providing 
that the governor shall be authorized 
to make improvements in the public 
comfort building on the state reserva: 
tion at Indian Springs. The resolution 
provides that the money, so much as ts 
necessary, shall be taken from the 
1ental which the state iecrives from 
the Indian Springs property.

In this case several bottles of whis- 
ky had been found between the walls 
of the building occupied by the de- 
fendant, Samuel Loeb. The defend- 
ant disclaimed all interest in the 
property and denied any knowledge 
that the whisky was in the wall. 

The decision of the court was ren- 

dered by Judge Russell. Judge Pow- 
ell dissented. The majority opinion 
of the court was that the facts were 
not conclusive of guilt. In fact, the 
court said they were not inconsistent 
with the theory of innocence, especia- 
ly in view of the lack of direct evi- 
dence that the liquors were not owned 
by Samuel] Loeb, and né circumstances 
appeared to show that he was engaged 
in the unlawful sale of intoxicants. 
For these reasons the court holds 
that the writ of certiorari asked for, 
should have been sustained.

Howell C. Erwin, a $$ well-known 
member of the Athens ber. writes an 
interesting communication to The Con- 
stitution following an _ editorial of 
Sunday, entitled ‘“Hewlette Hall's Un-

What Mr. Erwin Says. 

Of the conferen¢e, Mr. Erwin writes 
from Athens: 

“l was in Atlanta Friday evening in 
attendance upon the court of appeals. 
I heard that Mr. Felder and Mr. Shack- 
elford would decide that day which of 
the two would oppose Mr. Hal! for at- 
torney general. I knew that this would 
mean another factional contest of the 
kind which Judge Hart, in common 
with many other citizens of the state, 
50 much d@plores.

BOGUS MONEY DEAL 
LEMON FOR WIDOW 


Gives Up Good Money, 
Doesn’t Get Bad, and Map 
Is Legally Free. 


For a person to take $100 in good 
money in exchange for a promise of 
$500 in counterfeit money, is not cheat- 
ing and swindling in this state, accord- 
ing to the court of appeals. 

For a crime to be punishable as 
cheating and swindling something of 
value must be the consideration. Since 
counterfeit money is of no value, it 
Was no crime to take the good $100 of 
a grass widow, who offered to give 
that much for $500 of bad money. 

In deciding the case of Foster v. 
The State, the court held that had the 
deal been put through, the victim would 
have been in a much worse position, 
since the crime of having counterfeit 
money is punishable as a felony. 

Mrs. Robertson was a grass widow 
of Gainesville, Ga. Foster represent- 
ed himself to be the agent of a Cincin.« 
nati house which supplied secret order 
lodges and _ furnished them with 
counterfeit money. He offered to fur- 
nish Mrs. Robertson $500 of the bogus 
money, but sa’'d she would have to go 
to Jacksonville, Fla., to meet an ageut 
of the company. ‘ 

They went together, leaving Gaines- 
ville secretly. Mrs. Robertson gave 
Foster $10 at one time and $20 at an- 
other to buy her transportation, and on 
arriving in Jacksonville she gave aim 
$100. Foster disappeared and Mrs. 
Robertson borrowed some money from 
a policeman “and returned home and 
sadder, and poorer, but a much wiser 
woman. /

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COTTON OIL REVIEW 
FOR THE PAST WEEK 


New York, July 25.—(Special.)—The 
movement of prices in the local cotton 
oil market was somewhat irregular last 
week, but the July option established s 
new high record price for recent years 
and the prognostications of the bullish 
contingent were réalised. The position 
of the old crop deliveries is growing 
stronger each week and conditions 
point to a decidedly firm market for 
the remainder of the season. It is 
claimed that the visible supply of oi! 
is not over 130,000 barrels and it is 
generally conceded that the shorts will 
experience considerable difficulty in 
covering their contracts in August and 
September. 

The tenders on July . specifications 
have aggregated about 13,000 barrels 
and every barrel has found a ready 
channel of distribution. A delivery of 
1,300 barrels was tendered but refused, 
owing to the oll being slightly below 
the prime summer yellow requirements. 
Another thousand barrels was also de- 
livered, but was held up until a chemi- 
cal test could be made as to its grade. 
Deliveries falling below the necessary 
quality of prime summer yellow have 
caused considerable comment and the 
fact is serious, coming at this period of 
the year. There are 5,000 barrels still 
Outstanding for July delivery and un- 
less a private settlement is made, there 
is no apparent limit to the extent of 
the advance. 

Activity in the other new deliveries 
has not been extended, but the field 
has afforded better facilities for scalp- 
ing operations and part of the transac- 
tions have been of this character. On 
the weak spots, foreign houses were 
buyers of November, December and 
January and it was stated that a fair 
line of business had been placed for 
Italy, where the olive crop is reported 
to be a practical] failure. The export 
movement from this port for the week 
amounted to 2,793 barrels.

New York, July 25.—Cables were sat- 
isfactory and Manchester was improv- 
ed. The feature at the outset was a 
good covering demand from Wall 
street with somewhat more outside in- 
terest. 
bull activity less of a fact or the new 
crops took the lead on the advance and 
sellers were scarce. The governmest 
estimate for August, made up to today, 
is expected to show bullish figures 
about which there are the usual esti- 
mates. Texas still has an absence of 
rain and the high temperatures are in- 
creasing. With shorts as chief buyers 
the market has displayed mugh 
strength and animation during the 
day. The certificated stock shows a 
steady increase and is now 187,000 
bales. 

With the ending of the week the 
most interesting state of the market 
continues. The sharp decline of a few 
days ago was apparently brought 
about by a misconception of the atti- 
tude of the bull interest, which dis- 
claimed with vehemence afterward 
that the holdings had been sold out, 
and waited with umabated confidence 
and indifference till the end of the 
selling had been reached. This sublime 
assurance on the part of those who 
have the old crop positions well in 
hand has been enough to offset the 
effect of the cotton pointing here from 
all directions, from Europe, New Or- 
leans, and from the spinners of the 
eastern states who are disposing of 
their surplus at the high rates ruling 
on contracts here. This is a sufficient 
and splendid vindication of the validity 
of the contracts on the New York Cot- 
ton Exchange. They must be filled to 
the letter. 

Conditions at present are generally 
favorable. Advices vary little from 
day to day, trade reports are not en- 
couraging, and crop reports in the 
main are excellent—with the high 
prices stimulating every effort to make 
the best of casual local poor conditions. 
But the necessity for a large yield 
causes sellers that would be, to hold 
aloof and to be watchers of the out- 
come of the immediate conflict, rather 
than participators in the distant one.

With the exception of a sharp break 
in old crop prices early in the week, 
with a moderate sympathetic decline 


market has ruled steady during the 
week, with symptoms of a broadening 
activity, due to somewhat more en- 
couraging reports from the dry goods 
section and a growling conviction that 
the progress of the crop has been, by 
no means, satisfactory. 

Traders are surprised at the quan- 
tity of cotton which ‘has been secured 
or July delivery and commission 
have been forced to decline 
much that has been offered, owing to 
the shortness of the time. It now 
looks as if deliveries on the month 
would run very close’ to 200,000 bales, 
and while no doubt ig felt that bulls 
will accept what is tendered, such an 
amount, with what they are already 
carrying, is a very heavy burden for 
any group of traders, however strong 
financially. Much is said about pos- 
sible sensational developments in Au- 
gust, but We would repeat our advice, 
so frequently given before, to turn the 
cola shoulder on all positions this side 
of October, and leave those who are 
committed to either side to fight out 
their own battle. Price changes either 
way in the old crop months are not 
likely to affect the new crop seriously 
now, as the world recognizes the fact 
that the two crops rest on an entirely 
different basis. The old crop ts noth- 
ing but a piece of manipulation, but 
the new crop is a proposition as broad 
as the world of consumers.
